TORONTO (CP)—Four bush

NOTHING WOULD CHEER THIS UN- 
happy world more at the present junc- 
ture than the announcement of a decision 
by the Kremlin that the Soviet Union had 
made up her mind to join the western na- 
tions in a detefmined effort to heal the 
wounds of the Second World War—in addi- 
tion to her consent to meet Britain and 
France on the question of United States 
aid to Europe. Even the bitterest critics 
of Russia, and certainly all who desire to 
be friendly with her, would give such a 
wesolve their blessing. 

Is the prospect in this regard hopeless? 
Are we to believe that Marshal Stalin and 
his colleagues of the Politburo have made 
up their minds to keep the rest of the 
world on tenterhooks merely to satisfy a 
strange longing to demonstrate the potency 
of a philosophy antipathetic to the aspira- 
tions of all who love and demand freedom 
—including the vast majority of the Rus- 


sian people themselves? Judged by the ful- | 


minations of the Moscow newspapers, and 
the attitude which Mr. Ahdrei Gromyko !s 
instructed to adopt at Lake Success and 
Flushing Meadows, one would almost think 
so. Yet this answer to the basic question 
does not seem either sensible or reasonable 
The men of the Kremlin know that the peo- 
ple of Russia loathe the thought of another 
war, that they would suffer even more than 
they, are suffering at this monrfent, that 
they would goto almost any limit of per- 
sonal endurance to prevent a repetition of 
what happened to their homes and lands 
six years ago yesterday.
